In reply to your letter of the 29th instant, I have to state that no provision was made by 
Congress for the redemption of uncurrent subsidiary silver coins, but the Act making 
appropriations for sundry civil expenses of the Government for the current fiscal year contains an 
appropriation of $25,000 for the recoinage of all uncurrent silver coins in the Treasury, which is 
intended to reimburse the Treasurer for the loss on the recoinage of such coins.
